INTRODUCTION 1 This publication contains latest estimates for a comprehensive range of eco- 
nomic indicators. Statistics shown in this publication are the latest available at 
the date of preparation and may be subject to revision in subsequent issues. In 
a number of cases figures appearing in this publication are preliminary and are 
subject to revision in subsequent issues. Reference shouid therefore always be 
made to the latest issue or to the statistical publication on the specific subject. 


SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT 2 Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of normal 

AND TREND ESTIMATION seasonal variation [rom the series so that the effects of other influences on the 
series can be more clearly recognised. Seasonal adjustment does not aim to 
remove the irregular or non-seasonal influences which may be present in any 
particular month. This means that month-to-month movements of the 
seasonally adjusted estimates may not be reliable indicators of trend behaviour. 


2 The smoothing of seasonally acusted series reduces the impact of the 
irregular components of the seasonally adjusted series and creates trend 
estimates. These trend estimates are derived by applying a 13-term 
Henderson-weighted moving average to all months except the last six. The last 
six monthly trend estimates are obtained by applying surrogates of the 
Henderson average to the seasonally adjusted series. Trend series are used to 


analyse the underlying behaviour of the series over time. 


4 While this smoothing technique enables estimates ta be produced for the 
latest month, it does result in tevisions to the most recent months as actditional 
observittions become available. Generally, subsequent revisions become sinaller 
and after 3 months have a negligible impact on the series. Revisons also occur 


asa result of che annual review of seasonal factors.

COMPOSHE LEAD:NG IND'CATOR 6 The CLI is calculated as a simple average of the short-medium term 
movements in eight indicators. On average during the 1970's and 1980's, the 
CLI led turning peints in the GDP(A) growth cycle by around two quarters. but 
the lead time for individual peaks and troughs varied considerably. 
Expansions and slow downs in activity are measured relative to the historical 
long-term trend; thus peaks and traighs in the CLI provide early signals of 
turning points in the growth cycle. not signals of recessions and recoveries,
